A REASON FOR THE BULLION TAX. 


The precious metals receive less at- 
products. There is an abundance of 
tables and ons of figures, but there 
is no possibility of getting them any- 
where near cerrect. In Nevada the 
bullion tax, which is assessed under a 
swern statement from the efficers of 


+ the mines, gives pretty nearly the cor-

Nevada was wild fer the silver bill, 
and believed her politiciaus when they 
told ber it would bring silver to par. 
They now tell us that it is only be- 
cause the provision allowing free coja- 
age was stricken out that it did not do 
so. They tell us that the silver bill 
breught half dollars up from eight to 
two per cent. discount, thengh in what 
way they are unable to say. When the 
bill passed, silver sold in the markets 
of the world for 55 d per ounce, mak- 
ing the dad dollar worth 9844 cents. 
Instead of going up, as Senator Jones 
and the 2nterprise promised us it 
would, it has gone down, away dewn 
to withia two pence of the lewest 
price fer centuries. To make the ig- 
norance of the inflationists and dema- 
gogues mere apparent, it fluctuated in 
a manner utterly inéxplicable by any 
ef their rules or prognostications. At 
times a slow, continuous depression 
would drag the quotatiens te lower 
levels, then a rally would pull the 
price up fora day or two, then crash 
would go the bottom, and it seemed as 
if there was no stopping the break. 
On the 2ist ef March the dollar was 
at its lowest, and weighed 825¢ cents. 
In other words, if silver were our 
standard, gold would that day bave 
been 21 cents above par. Within 
thirty days there has been a rebound, 
and it is thought that the worst is 
past. The iniprovement is not due to 
any quack remedies. Congress can- 
not blow its breath on a piece of metal 
and add 18 cents to its value. The 
advance id dye to business causes, 
which are easily explained. In 1877 
England sent to India and the east 
over seventy-seven millions of dellars 
worth of silver. In 1878 the amount 
fell to twenty millions. For 1879 the 
decline has been still greater. During 
the months of January and February 
the shipmeuts were nearly three and 4 
half millions less than in the first two 
months ef 78. It is thought that the 
recovery, now felt is due to the expeo- 
tation that a lean of fifty millions 
would be raised in England te meet 
the necessities of the Indian treasury. 
If this is done, the effect en the bul- 
lion market will be very great, and 
Nevada will be prespered very much 
by it. 


INSTRUCTION OFFERED. 


We published in ‘Thursday's Ga- 
ZETTE néws of the preposed changes 


in railroad affairs. The editor of the 
Republitan, a Truckee affliction, lack- 


rect figures, and if California had the 
same_ it would give an oppertunity 
fer more exact knewledge. . Wells, 
Fargo's express company keep an ac- 
count ef all shipments, which is the 
safest guide we have for the gold crop; 
but there are a great many false fig- 

ures given them. Some miners hab- 
Kaul underestimate their shipments 
in order to have less expense to pay, 


but nearly every one does the opposite, 


as they almost universally Overesti- 
mate the quality of their bullion. Add 
to this the ameunts which are packed 
in by Chinamen and miners who do 
not wend by expres? and the frauds 
committed by people trying to bull or 
bear their stock, and part of the diffi- 
culties will be seen. It would be of 
great service if the exact yield could 
be ascertained, as in all articles the 
price depends upon demand and sup- 
ply, and it is impossible to tell just 
what propertion of hard or good times 
is due to tho gold market, with only
